They continue to believe that 
when Mikoyan, who is now 
touring the country, returns 
here for talks with President 
Eisenhower and Dulles. he will 
submit some specific new pro- 
posals, 

The talk with Mr.” Bisen- 
hower was set for Jan. 19. 
However, it now appears likely 
that the date will be advanced 
to Jan. 16 or 17. This is in 
order to leave ample time for 
a full discussion that might go 
on for several days and to avoid 
a conflict with another visitor. 

On Jan. 20 President Arturo 
Frondizi of the Argentine re- 
public will arrive as a guest 
of state and his visit will ab- 
sorb President Eisenhower in 
a round of conferences and of- 
ficial ceremonial engagements. 

More Time Allotted. 

The probable advance in the 
date of the meeting with Mr. 
Eisenhower is considered signi- 
ficant of a desire to explore as 
fully as possible the prospects 
for future negotiation with the 
Russians. To wait until] Jan. 19 
would mean that only one for- 
mal conversation with the No. 
2 man from the Kremlin would 
be possible.

He added a new section to 
provide that the rules of the 
Senate in the present Congress 
should be identical with those 
in the previous Congress except 
for Rule 22 which spells out 
how debate may be cut off. 

Defeat of Anderson's pro- 
posal left before the Senate the 
compromise advanced by John- 
son with the support of other 
Democratic and Republican 
Senate leaders. Many South- 
ern Senators want no change 
in the rules. 

Southerners’ Tactic. 

Those advocating curbs in 
the filibuster argue that in the 
past Southerners have been 
able to block civil rights and 
other so-called liberal legisia- 
tion desired by a majority of 
the Senate by unlimited talk 
that also held up other legis- 
lation.

“We must guard against fe- 
verish building of vast arm- 
aments to meet glibly predicted 
moments of so-called ‘maximum 
peril.” The threat we face is 
not sporadic or dated: it is 
continuous Hence Wwe must 
not be swayed in our, calcula- 
tions either by groundless fear 
or by complacency. We must 
avoid extremes, for vacillation 
between extremes is inefficient, 


costly and destructive of 
morale. In these days of un- 
ceasing technological advance, 
we must plan our defense ex- 


penditures systematically and 
with care, fully recognizing 
that obsolescence compels the 
never-ending replacement of 
older weapons with new ones. 
“The defense budget for the 
coming year has been planned 
on the basis of these principles 
and considerations. Over these 
many months I have personally 
participated in its development. 
“The aim is a sensible pos- 
ture of defense. The second- 
ary aim ts increased efficiency 
and avoidance of waste. Both 
are advanced by this budgetary 
plan.”

This is the so-called item 

veto, and Mr. Eisenhower said 
with a smile he knew the rec- 
ommendation had been made 
| time and again and as often 
turned down by Congress, but 
that nevertheless he was re- 
peating it because it was im- 
portant and would save the 
country money. 

Congress has always refused 
to permit item vetoes because 
such authority would upset the 
traditional congressional sys- 
tem of horse-trading. At pres- 
ent, the President must ap- 
prove or’ veto bills as units; he 
cannot separate them into com- 
pogent parts. 

The first applause for a mat- 
ter of substance in the pre- 
pared speech came from Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike 
when Mr. Eisenhower de- 
clared this country can have 
no confidence in any treaty 
with the Communists that is 
not self-enforcing 

Economy Gets a Hand.

Sporadic fighting in Havana, 
Cuba, between Fidel Castro's 
triumphant rebel forces and 
Dictator Fulgencio  Batista’s 
troops forced closing of the 
Tom Packs Circus on New 
Year's day, four days before 
the scheduled closing date, 


Claude W. Hoeber Jr., of Web- 
ster Groves, said today. 

The circus had played 13 
days to capacity crowds in Ha- 
vana’s coliseum and the New 
Year's eve performance was a 
sell-out, said Hoeber, a _ St. 
Louis University graduate, who 
is general manager of the 
circus, 

But on New Year’s day mobs 
of Havana residents stormed 
the Plaza Hotel, where about 
75 circus staff members were 
staying. They tore up the 
gambling casino and wrecked 
the restaurant. Hoeber was in 
the hotel lobby when the surg- 
ing crowd stormed the hotel. 

“I warned the other circus 
people to bolt their doors and 
stay put,” he said. “The mob 
started a fire in the street with 
the tables and chairs they took 
from the hotel.” 

Some of Castro’s under- 
ground restored order later in 
the day, but still there was no 
food or pure water, Hoeber 
said. “A general strike was 
called and no one worked—no 
cooks, no waiters, no nothing,” 
he added 

The next day, Jan. 2, rebel 
forces took up gun positions 
in the hotel and fired on Ba- 
tista’s men in a building across 
the street Bullets whined 

j through windows and_  rico- 
cheted off the buildings. None 
of the circus people was hurt, 
but 16 of Batista’s men were 
killed or wounded, 
said 

Meanwhile, the rebels seized 
the coliseum, because it is at 
the southern entrance to the 
city, he said. They found a 
dead horse to feed to the lions 
and tigers, and they treated 
the circus people courteously. 

Finally on Jan. 4, the circus 
personnel managed to charter 
a plane and fly to Florida. |

A request for employment of

BLS TO COMBA 
HATE. BOMBERS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (UPI) 
—Stiff new laws to bring the 
full power of the FBI against 
“hate bombers” were proposed 
in Congress today. The legis- 
lation was patterned after the 
Lindbergh kidnaping act. 

Key Senate sponsors of the 
geven-bill package were Re- 
publicans Jacob K. Javits and 
Kenneth B. Keating, both of 
New York. Representative John 
V. Lindsay ‘Rep.), New York, 
planned to introduce the same 
measures in the House 


Javits and Keating said the 
proposals were designed to 
halt the activities “of fanatics 
and racists trying to establish 
a reign of terror’ against 
churches, synagogues and in- 
tegrated schools. 

The bills also would bring 
federal action against “hate 
mail’ when it has the effect of 
inciting violence.

Hopes of Senate and House 
Democratic leaders for swift 
approval of a multi-billion dol- 
lar housing bill were reported 
today facing possible difficul- 
ties—from Democrats. 

The measure already appar- 
ently is far broader and more 
costly than the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration desires. But a bloc 
of Democratic Senators re- 
portedly was moving to make it 
much bigger. 

Senator John Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, chairman of 
the Senate Housing subcom- 
mittee, prepared the bulky bill 
for introduction during the 
day. It carries money items 
totaling: nearly three billion 
dollars. huge mortgage insur- 
ance authorizations and a pub- 
lic housing program for which 
no dollat total was spelled out. 

A bill described by its Re- 
publican backers as reflecting 
President Eisenhower's hous- 
ing plans and the estimated 
needs of the Federal. Housing 
Agency already has been intro- 
duced in the House. It calls for 
$100,000,000 of new money for 
the slum clearance and urban 
renewal program, $200,000,000 
for college housing programs, 
and an immediate six-billion- 
dollar emergency increase in 
the Government's authority to 
insure FHA-approved  mort- 
gages 

Would Bar Airline Strikes, 

Senator Spessard Holland

hibit most airline strikes 

The bill would require arbi- 
tration of disputes if the Pres- 
ident judges that a »lockout, 
strike or work stoppage would 
substantially interrupt com- 
merce and deprive the public 
of air transportation. 

Under. Holland's measure, 
whenever work stoppage ap- 
pears imminent, the President 
would be authorized to set up 
a three-member board of arbi- 
tration, empowered to conduct 
hearings and reach a decision 
binding upon both parties.

Strunk Sees 


In 1959 


If a revival of the inflation 
spiral can be prevented, home- 
building in 1959 should con- 
tinue its comeback from the 
recession of 1958, with the 
chances excellent that as many, 


if not more, homes will be built 
in the coming year then in the 
one just completed. 

This is the view of Norman 
Strunk, executive vice presi- 


dent of the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League, who 
said that there is a good possi- 
bility private housing starts in 
1959 will rise as high as 1,175,- 
000 units up 5 per cent from 
1958's 1,125,000 private starts. 

Strunk is the League's chief 
executive officer. The League 
is the nationwide trade organi- 
zation for the $55 billion sav- 
ings and loan business which 
finances nearly 40 per cent of 
all homes built or sold in this 
country annually. 

In predicting another. big 
home building year in 1959, 
Strunk noted that private hous- 
ing starts had jumped from an 
annual seasonally adjusted rate 
of 933,000 units last march to 
a seasonally-adjusted annual 
rate of 1,330,000 units in No- 
vember. 


One Shadow Remains. 


“This is quite a comeback for 
industry which a few months 
ago was caught in the throes of 
a recession,” he commented. 

Strunk said the high level of 
homebuilding in the fall and 
early winter months assures “a 
good start” in 1959 housing 
starts. 

Strunk said that “one shad- 
ow” hanging over the 1959 
housing picture is the threat of 
further inflation. “If serious 
inflation pressures recur, the 
Federal Reserve Board will 
have to take further steps to 
tighten credit,” said Strunk 

“This would mean higher in- 
terest rates, and probably cause 
mortgage lenders, other than 
savings and loan associations, 
to reduce their investments in 
home mortgages. 

“If such a situation devel- 
oped, the outlook for home- 
building would have been less 
optimistic than it now appears 
to be.” 

Strunk attributed the favor- 
able housing outlook to an im- 
proved economic climate, com- 
pared with a year ago; to the 
high rate of personal savings in 
1958 which enabled many fam- 
ilies to obtain necessary down- 
payments; and to a vastly- 
expanded supply of home mort- 
gage funds—at least from the 
nation’s 6200 savings and loan 
associations. 

More Optimistic. 


“In contrast with 1958,” he 
said, “the year 1959 opens on 
a more optimistic note, with all 
signs pointing to increased 
production of goods and serv- 
ices, to stable to rising employ- 
ment, advances in personal in- 
come, and improved confidence 
on the part of home buyers in 
the economy's future. This 
should serve to transform some 
of the latent demand in the 
housing market into active de- 
mand, and expand the number 
of home buyers accordingly.” 

He also observed that the 
residential construction cost 
Situation had improved, with 
such costs rising more slowly 
in 1958 than other building 
costs. While residentia] build- 
ings costs were up roughly 1.7 
per cent over the year, he said, 
other types of construction costs 
were up over 2 per cent. In 
other post war years, he said, 
residential construction costs 
gained by as much as 5 per 
cent. 

“This stabilizing of the price 
level could give significant im- 
petus to home sales,” he said. 

In discussing the supply of 
home lending funds in 1959, 
Strunk said the chances are ex- 
cellent that savings associations 
will make available even more 
home mortgage money than in 
the past year. In 1958, these 
specialized thrift and home fi- 
nancing institutions loaned 
more than $12.2 billion for the 
purchase of homes, roughly 30 
per cent more than in 1957.

duction facilities. 

Plutonium, the  fissionable 
material used in most atomic 
weapons, is. produced by ir- 
radiating natural uranium in 
large reactors. Many of these 
plutonium reactors were built 
during or immediately after 
World War Il and are becom- 
ing obsolete. 


Source of Long Debt. 


Weapons requirements for 
plutonium have been the source 
of long debate within the Ad- 
ministration, complicrted by 
conflicting concepts of nuclear 
warfare among the military 
services. As far back as 1956 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff rec- 
ommended an increase in plu- 
tonium production, only to 
have the recommendation re- 
turned by the Defens. Depart- 
ment for further study ° 


Last May the Joint Chiefs 
again made the recommenda- 
tion. Secretary of Defense Neil 
H. McElroy returned the 
recommendation with instruc- 
tions that it be restudied and 
resubmitted with a more de- 
finitive statement of require- 
ments. 


In recent weéks 
Chiefs were reliably 
to have resubmitted a state- 
ment of requirements calling 
for substantial increase in plu- 
tonium production over the 
next ten years.

Africa in Perspective 

Your editorial of Jan. 3 on the 
difficulties confronting emergent 
Affican states is, in part, well 
taken. But we and Africans alike, 
perhaps for different reasons, 

have a sense of urgency which 
sometimes leads us to lose per- 
spective. 

Certainly cultural and linguistic 
differences make for many prob- 
lems, but such differences were 
characteristic of western states 
until recently, and were overcome 
only by an intensive process of 
industrialization and urbanization. 
Even now they are not altogether 
absent from the western scene. 
Belgium and Yugoslavia are cases 
in point. 

* * 

Tribalism and illiteracy may 
be obstacles to economic develop- 
ment and political stability, but 
you can't have everything at once. 
Industrialization and urbanization 
provide their own dynamics and 
will have much to do with over- 
coming tribal differences 

It is probable that a concom- 
itant secularization will mitigate 
the conflict between Islam and 
Christianity where that occurs. 
Incidentally, other conflicts, that 
of class among them, may well 
take the place of those now giv- 
ing difficulty. 

Some of the African elite seem 
to be as anxiety-ridden as we are. 
You cite the Central African Re- 
public's law against idleness and 


nudity—approvingly?—as a “ne- 
cessity.” What, pray, has nudity 
or the absence thereof to do with 
economic growth and/or political 
stability? 


“Nudity is not conducive to dig- 
nity,’ says the African Premier. 
I think he caters to wéstern con- 
ceptions. Will we weigh the argu- 
ments of an African delegate to 
the U.N. in terms of the irrele- 
vant criterion of the costume of 
his constituents” 

* . * 

As for idleness, it should be 
clear that the tribal African 
worked and works in terms of a 
definite pattern—when there is 
work to be done and the goals 
and rewards are known and un- 
derstood. Without planning, in- 
cluding planning for rewards rec- 
ognizable to the worker, laws 
against idleness may lead simply 
to enforced, non-productive busy 
work 

A passion for work for its own 
sake may be psychologically nec- 
essary in an expanding economy, 
but we must settle for a gradual 
development of that passion. If 
we look on approvingly while the 
whip is used, we may expect that 
other passions will be generated. 

It would be lovely, and unheard 
of, if revolutions were accom- 
panied by sweet reasonableness. 
Wnreasoning antipathy to whites 
is unfortunate, and may be detri- 
mental to the successful operation 
of a newly independent society, 
but efficiency is not the only con- 
sideration. In any case, why do 
we demand more of Africans and 
Asians than we do of ourselves?

The Wrong Remedy 


The St. Louis School Board will best serve 
this community's overriding interests by firm- 
ly turning down its legislative committee’s 
scheme to seek earnings tax authority for the 
school system. Not only is the proposal polit- 
ically impractical and dangerous to the finan- 
cial stability of the city; it is completely 
unnecessary. 

St. Louis's entry into the earnings tax field 
has been not without grave legislative mis- 
givings. These. have been overcome only 
with great difficulty despite the obvious need. 
The lawmakers feared that giving the city 
authority to levy an earnings tax—or to raise 
it, as the city now hopes to do—would be like 
opening a Pandora’s box; that it would be the 
first of a rash of similar proposals. 

For the School Board now to ask earnings 
tax powers would be to confirm those fears. 
Jefferson City’s most likely reaction would 
be to bar all such levies, including the city’s 
pending request for elimination of the pres- 
ent tax ceiling as the first step to increas- 
ing it. 

This would have serious consequences to 
municipal government in St. Louis. Property 
having been virtually exhausted as a revenue 
producer for city purposes, the earnings tax 
is the only source that will provide the sub- 
stantial revenues the city must have to stay 
solvent. Moreover, this tax also permits the 
city to recover from nonresidents a portion 
of the cost of services it provides for them 
when they are at work in the city. A third 
or so of the $10,000,000 annual earnings tax 
revenue comes from nonresidents. 

Municipal considerations aside, the pro- 
posal for a school earnings tax is unnecessary. 
If the School Board needs more money, it 
has a ready remedy at hand. We refer to the 
property tax, which is the traditional support 
of public education at the local level. 

A property tax rise of 8 or 9 cents on the 
present $1.51 school levy would provide the 
system with more than enough to wipe out a 
prospective $1,500,000 deficit. 

The deficit grows out of a revamping of 
assessment ratios on the merchants and man- 
ufacturers tax that elimated a windfall that 
the schools had unfairly enjoyed. If the 
Board could justify such a rise—and that is 
still a substantial question—it has full power 
to submit the proposal at a special election. 

One slight danger is that in the event the 
people said No, the levy would plummet all 
the way down to the 89-cent limit that the 
Board can put on without consent of the 
people. But judging by the willingness of the 
people since 1950 to approve ever higher 
school rates, this should be no problem— 
provided that the Board can show a real need 
of money for education, not to pay patronage 
salaries. 

The system would be in g far better posi- 
tion to ask for more money if some of the 
waste in non-instructional operations reported 
in the A. T. Kearney & Co. survey of 1954 
were eliminated. Most members of the Board 
have displayed only contempt for the survey 
and its finding that the schools were spending 
$1,487,000 a year more than necessary in non- 
instructional activities. Oddly enough, this is 
just about the size of the prospective deficit. 

A goodly portion of this waste is required 
by statutes that protect patronage and un- 
businesslike organization, that encourage the 
schools to run greenhouses and architectural 
offices and the like. With the General As- 
sembly in session this would seem to be the 
perfect time for the Board’s legislative com- 
mittee to be proposing changes in the law 
so as to permit more efficient school opera- 


tions. That would command more respect 
than undercutting the citys earnings tax 
campaign. 


The Pilots Risk Much 

The Air Line Pilots Association is risking 
a great deal in dragging out the strike against 
American Airlines far beyond the point 
where the public can perceive any justifica- 
tion for it 

The pilots have been offered top pay of 
$17,500 to $28,300 a year for flying 85 hours 
a month. Their dispute with American has 
been hanging fire since July of 1957, center- 
ing now on shorter hours, now on working 
conditions, now on wages. The National Me- 
diation Board has recommended a compro- 
mise basis of settlement which the company 
accepted but the pilots have left unanswered. 

In this dispute as in others there may be 
tension and grievances not apparent to the 
public, but it is very hard for anybody out- 
side the industry to sympathize with the con- 
tinued crippling of airline service in this 
latest of a chain of damaging strikes. As sure 
as anything, the pilots are building up public 
sentiment in favor of harsher anti-strike 
measures than those of the Railway Labor Act 
which now governs air carriers. In their own 
interest they would be wise to be reasonable. 


W hen Troubles Begin 


In Charles de Gaulle, now the first presi- 
dent of the Fifth Republic, France has its 
strongest ruler since Napoleon III, the cables 
Say. 

In his inaugural address, he said: “I have 
the honor to give France, impose if need be, 
what the public good demands.” 

No American President would use that 
word “impose.” Yet De Gaulle used it with 
full warrant. He can be, if he deems it nec- 
essary, a dictator. He can declare an emer- 
gency and send the parliamentarians home 
and rule by decree. 

Considering the policies which some of his 
ministers have been advocating in recent 
weeks, it is well that a man with De Gaulle’s 
restraint stands between them and the exer- 
cise of authority. Yet, they are his choices. 
His premier, Michel Debre, for example, has 
been denouncing the defunct Fourth Repub- 
lic for putting France on the supranational 
road of the European Common Market. Under 
his direction as head of the Union for the 
New Republic, the Gaullist party, a report 
has been issued which demands a drastic 
revision of France’s attitude toward European 
integration.

New Doubts on Detection 


New doubts which the White House has cast 
upon the reliability of detecting atomic ex- 
plosions underground deserve the most care- 
ful examination. From four tests in Nevada 
last October it has been learned that the ex- 
plosions did not create as strong seismic sig- 
nals as had been expected and that some of 
them showed an initial downward rather than 
upward thrust on the seismograph. It had 
previously been supposed that underground 
explosions produced an initial upward line 
on the seismograph, distinguishing them from 
the initial downward line of earthquakes. 

This new development must be studied 
in the light of the fact that a whole series 
of efforts has been made to discredit the 
reliability of various detection techniques. 
The group centering around Dr. Edward Teller 
which has always opposed any suspension of 
nuclear testing by this country has presented 
one obstacle after another in the hope of kill- 
ing off the Geneva negotiations. Some of 
those obstacles have been proved to be ill- 
founded. 

If it is the view of the White House that 
the newly-discovered seismic data offer a seri- 
ous impediment to setting up a reliable detec- 
tion system, why not submit the question to 
the East-West technical experts who worked 
out a detection system in seven weeks at 
Geneva last year? The findings of these ex- 
perts ought not to be overturned unilaterally 
and without their own consideration of the 
new data. 

Representing the West at the Geneva tech- 
nical conference were some of the most dis- 
tinguished nuclear scientists from the United 
States, Britain, France and Canada. The 
American delegation included Dr. James B. 
Fisk of Bell Telephone Laboratories, Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Bacher of California Institute of Tech- 
nology, and the late Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence 
of the University of California. 

Surely scientists like these could be trusted 
to safeguard Western interests in a foolproof 
detection system. Having set forth the out- 
lines of such a system on the basis of data 
available last summer, they and other mem- 


bers of the Geneva technical panel should 


have the right to declare whether any data 
received since that time significantly alters 
their conclusions. 

It is encouraging that a de facto suspension 
of tests has now been in effect for more than 
a month, and that intelligence reports indi- 
cate the Soviets are not preparing for. further 
tests at the moment. No Western tests have 
been held since late October. In the name of 
sanity, let us extend the suspension, and ex- 
tend it again, and support it with the best 
controls skill and good faith can devise. 


Manners Even for Russians 


lt should have been unnecessary for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to remind the country of 
the simple rules of courtesy, but we are glad 
he did. Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas Mi- 
koyan has been met with ill-tempered dem- 
onstrators in nearly every city he has visited. 
The President accordingly was well justified 
in calling upon the people to show a little 
good manners, and let Mr. Mikoyan “see the 
real America so that when he returns home 
he will be able to carry an accurate picture.” 

The President did not say so, but it is not 
at all amiss to note that most of the demon- 
strations have been organized by Hungarian 
or other Eastern European refugees who are 
themselves fairly recent beneficiaries of 
American hospitality. One can sympathize 
wholly with the feeling of these refugees 
toward the Soviet oppressor of their home- 
lands. And yet they are not going to reverse 
the course of history by throwing eggs at a 
Moscow bureaucrat who has come here on an 
errand quite unrelated to their grievance. 

Whether it be a New York mayor insulting 
King Saud of Arabia, congressional hotheads 
discouraging a visit by Marshal Tito, or East- 
ern Europeans venting their hatred of Mi- 
koyan, these nationality-group manifestations 
do the American cause no good. It is not a 
question of free speech. Every American has 
the right to express his opinion of Mikoyan 
or anybody else. But responsible Americans 
will not express their opinions in violent ways 
that demean our national character and com- 
plicate the already tangled problems of peace. 


Forecast, Without Stars 


A British astrologer’s prediction that Prin- 
cess Margaret will wed this year reinforces 
our impression that astrology is not only a 
superstition but also an impertinence. The 
prognosticator goes so far as to presume to set 
the likeliest date, a prerogative usually re- 
served to the prospective bride. 

Our own deduction, made without so much 
as a glance at the stars or planets, is that our 
astrological Briton ventured a prediction in 
the hope of gaining valuable publicity; that 
if by any chance he turned out anywhere near 
right he would gain a handsome access of 
clients as well; and that if he proved not to 
have the foggiest notion of what he was talk- 
ing about, it would not surprise us a bit. 


TV A and Atomic Power 


The Tennessee Valley Authority is seeking 
a part in the nation’s atomic power program, 
which it unquestionably should have. As the 
Authority points out, it is responsible for 
serving an entire region with loads that ag- 
gregate nearly one-tenth of the nation’s entire 
utility energy requirements. In justice to the 
region it serves and the system it operates, 
it must keep abreast of technological progress. 

There is a still further reason why TVA 
should be taking part in the atomic energy 
program. For protection against monopoly, 
exorbitant prices, and abusive practices, and 
in order effectually to regulate the private 
power companies, the people required some

Inflation Is Still the Enemy 


So Says Federal Reserve Chairman in Call for Balanced Budget, Sound Dollar 


From an Address By 
William McC. Martin Jr. 


No reasonable man believes that 
budgets can always be balanced. 
Likewise, no sensible person believes 
that an unbalanced budget is a de- 
sirable way of life. This, of course, 
has moral connotations as well as 
economic. 


We are a rich country. There is 
no reason to be ashamed of it and 
we do not need to apologize about it. 
We must recognize that some people 
in our society are not as rich or

Regardless of 

what facile justification or technical 

obscurantism is used to persuade us 

that we can have our cake and eat 

it too, we can have no hesitation in 
stating flatly, “It just isn’t true.” 


We must face up to the reality of 
either raising taxes or revising our 
tax structure to produce more reve- 
nue or reducing the priorities of 
some other programs until we can 
get things in better balance. What- 
ever the justifications for deficit 
financing in time of recession—and 
at best I sometimes think there is a 
good bit of wishful thinking in- 
volved—there ean be no question 
that when business is improving and 
moving actively toward higher levels, 
a budget deficit becomes fuel on the 
fire of inflation. In effect, it pumps 
air into the business structure as if 
it were a balloon and eventually 
leads to more serious recession when 
the balloon pops than would have 
occurred if it had not been indulged 
in. 

Likewise, it is time we stopped 
shilly-shallying around about this 
matter of interest rates and faced 
up to realities. We have had far too 
much talk about so-called “tight” 
money and “soft” money without ade- 
quate understanding of the role of 
interest rates in our economy. We 
already have too many preferential 
interest rates established by statute 
as though it were possible to ignore 
completely the workings of the mar- 
ket place. 


A Governor on a Flywheel 


Interest rates are the prices 
charged for credit. They are a wage 
to the saver as well as a cost to the 
borrower. In a private enterprise 
economy they are established by the 
interplay of market forces. They 
perform the important function of 
influencing the volume of credit that 
flows into specific channels of enter- 
prise. They are essential to pricing 
the assets on which holders expect 
to receive income over a succession 
of years. It is through flexible rate 
movements that the incentives and 
disincentives are provided for bal- 
ancing out supply and demand fac- 
tors in our economy.

not, that you can alter the nature of 
demand and change the composition 
of supply but you can no more ig- 
nore the law of supply and demand 
than you can ignore the law of 
gravity. 

Now I want to go one step further 
and talk about the most difficult 
aspect of all of our problems. Con- 
fidence is perhaps the fundamental 
factor in money and currency. Those

of us who are charged with respon- 
sibility for our monetary affairs rec- 
ognize this clearly. Money must not 
only be medium of exchange and a 
standard of value, but it must be 
something in which people have 
basic confidence. 

Because of the interrelationships 
of interest rates and budgets and 
the present position of the United 
States in international trade, it is a 


serious matter when an important 
segment of world opinion has begun 
to question the fiscal and monetary 
integrity exemplified by our Amer- 
ican dollar. It is not something we 
can lightly pass over in hope it will 
go away. 

The battle against inflation it at a 
critical point, and a setback in the 
United States would be a serious set- 
back for the entire free world. I 
would like to be able to stand here 
and say flatly, “There will be no 
inflation.” I cannot do so. For any 
one man, that would only be idle 
talk. What we need now is not talk 
nor long debate nor lengthy analysis, 
but resolute actions—continuing over 
time—which will demonstrate to 
doubters the good sense and char- 
acter of the American people. 


A pressing need for such action 
confronts us as we approach 1959. 
The fear of inflation is earnest, and 
it is having a damaging impact al- 
ready. Today, when the level of 
savings in our country has been 
steadily rising, we could, in my opin- 
ion, be selling long-term Government 
bonds at interest rates substantially 
lowér than current levels if the 
holders of these savings were con- 
vinced that there will be no infla- 
tion—convinced that we will conduct 
our affairs on a basis which will 
make inflation improbable. 


Responsible officials in ‘many 
countries are watching us closely to 
see whether we intend to practice 
what for many years we have 
preached to them. The future is not 
entirely within our control but we 
do have it within our power to main- 
tain the integrity of the American 
dollar if we have the will to do it, 
Until or unless the people, through 
the Congress, change the Federal 
Reserve Act I can pledge to all of 
you that the Federal Reserve System 
will do everything in its power to 
safeguard our currency. 


Between Book Ends 


LIVING WITH STRESS, by. Nancy FE.

Stress, how to cope with it, what 
it can, should and should not do 
make the meat of this book.

The word “stress” generally 
means “the wear and tear of life.”

A blockade of the Western 
troops by the East German 
government would be an act of 
war, and there cannot be any 
doubt on this subject in Mos- 
cow or in East Berlin. 


On the other hand, we can- 
not prevent the Soviet govern- 
ment from delegating to the 
East German government any 
of the powers it now exercises. 
Therefore, if at the end of the 
six-month period the Soviet 
government transfers its au- 
thority to East Germany, a cru- 
cial question is whether this 
will in any way interfere with 
our military presence in Berlin 
and with our military ‘access to 
Berlin. This is. the question 
which will have to be nego- 
tiated. 

It is not in itself a hopeless- 
ly difficult question. Assuming 
that the Soviet government 
turns over to the East German 
government its control over 
access to Berlin, the practical 
question is how to make sure 
that the East German govern- 
ment will not attempt to inter- 
fere with allied military com- 
munications by road, rail, canal 
and air.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 9 (UPI)— 
Coming from behind to tie in 
the regular game and two 
overtime periods, the Syracuse 
Nationals finally defeated the 
Cincinnati Royals, 145-138 last 
night in the third overtime 
session of their National Bas- 
ketball Association game be- 
fore 1547 at Cincinnati Gar- 
dens. 

The 283 points set a new 
N.B.A. record for two teams in 
one game. The old mark of 
282 was set by St. Louis and 
Syracuse at Detroit on Dec. 
21, 1957. 

The crowd saw Jack Twyman 
of the Royals turn in a bDril- 
liant 41-point performance. 

It was a tight game all the 
way, with the Royals pumping 
in 19 points in the last four 
minutes to take the lead, 119- 
115, with a minute to go. But 
the Nats’ Ed Conlin scored two 
free tosses and Johnny Kerr 
hooked in a bucket with two 
seconds left for a 119-119 tie 

In the first overtime Hal 
Greer hit a free throw and 
Conlin a layup in the,last min- 
ute to come from behind again 
for a 126-126 tie. In the sec- 
ond extra period, Kerr earned 
the tie with two field goals in 
the last minute and a half. 

Then. with the frustrated 
Royals finally out of gas, the 
Nationals hit with ease in the 
last period to outscore them, 
11-4.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
Member schools of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation today received a 
sharp double-edged mandate 
from their 18-man ruling body. 

The powerful N.C.A.A. coun- 
cil, in moves to strengthen its 
enforcement program and 
tighten its principle of ama- 
teurisin, warned, in effect: 


1. Crack down on coaches 
or other school staff mem- 
bers involved in serious vio- 
lations of the athletic code, 
even to the point of firing 
them, if necessary. 

2. Steer clear of any fi- 
nancia] deals, direct or indi- 
rect, which would enable 
baseball teams or other pro- 
fessional sports organizations 
to provide athletic scholar- 
ships. 

These points were empha- 
sized in the council's report, 
released yesterday. The report 
was read today to delegates 
attending the business session, 
climax of the week-long activ- 
ities centered around the 
fifty-third annual convention 
of the N.C.A.A. 

It was at this session~that 
all new legislation, resolutions, 
and _ interpreta- 
tions had to be approved. And 
it was considered highly un- 
likely that the council’s two- 
pronged bid for more athletic 
purity would be voted down 
from the convention floor. 

In fact, the delegates fore- 
cast a quiet business session 
in which most matters brought 
before the convention would be 
indorsed speedily. 

Some Fireworks Likely. 
There are two amendments 
that were considered likely to 
cause some wrangling. 

The first would give the 
three-man eligibility committee 


‘complete authority to rule on

of auy athlete 
for intercollegiate athletics. At 


—__——| present this power is held only 


by the counci!. Appeal from 
an eligibility committee ruling 
would be to the council. The 
committee would rule only on 
eligibility questions submitted

The other proposed amend- 
ment that could cause a fuss 
dealt with recruiting. It would 
prohibit institutions from pro- 
viding preparatory education

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — 
The United States will 
no objection to the purchase 
by Krupp interests of the 
Bochumer Verein, which will 
increase the steel-making ca- 
pacity of the Krupp industries 
by one third. 

State Department officials 
explained yesterday that, while 
the United States remains 
bound by treaty to uphold the 
objective of deconcentration of 
German industry, it does not 
consider the Krupp purchase 
to fall under the heading of 
prohibited concentration. 

This is the case, they said, 
because Bochumer Verein had 
not previously been part of the

therefore does not involve what 
is technically known as “recon- 
centration,” they pointed out. 

Nor is there any bar to the 
expansion of the Krupp corpo- 
ration concerned, which is 
known as Rheinhausen, A.G., 
the official said.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9 — The 
nation’s food industry did ‘he 
greatest job in its history in 
1958, and is faced with an even 
bigger job in 1959, Ralph W. 
Burger, president and board 
chairman of The Great Atlan- 
tic & Pacific Tea Company, 
said. 

“But if we are to continue 
to fulfill our public responsi-

Q. “Does it matter when I take my exercises?” 

A. No. The exercises have the same value no matter 
when they are taken. Fit them into your daily routine at 
the most convenient time. You will not feel like exercising 
right after eating and it is best not to exercise when diges- 
tion is at its height, which is about two hours after eating. 

Q. “If 1 should be one of the Marathon winners and 
you publish the results in your column, would you use my 
name? I would not like this.” 

A. No, I never print names in my column. 


Q. “Just how much can I expect to accomplish 
if I am faithful to your Marathon routine?” 
A. You can make great improvement in any 
defect you have. You can lose as much as 20 
pounds overweight, decrease your measurements 
by inches. You can greatly enhance the attractive- 
ness of your skin and hair. You can improve your 
posture. If lack of curves is your problem, you 
. can increase your bust and calf measurements by 
an inch or so during this time.

@. “When do I start Marathon?” 


A. You begin whenever you receive your booklet. I 
am sorry that I am unable to get the booklet to all of you 
at the same time.

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Why Marie Torre Defied Court Order 


Chose Prison Rather Than Name News Source; Believes Press Freedom Is Involved

NEW YORK, Jan. 9. 

MARIE TORRE, TV-radio 
columnist for the New York 
Herald Tribune, is a woman 
who can keep a confidence. She 
has gone to jail to prove it. 

Sentenced to 10 days by 
United Statee District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan for contempt 
of court when she persistently 
refused to divulge the source 
of a story she wrote about 
singer Judy Garland. Miss 
Torre is now in the Hudson 
County Women’s Prison in Jer- 
sey City, N. J. 

After entering the ejght-story 
prison, she was booked, finger- 
printed, and given a blue and 
white-striped prison dress in 
exchange for her black dress. 
She was allowed to keep her 
shoes and stockings. 

She was assigned to a 
seventh-story room normally 
used for court witnesses or 
civil prisoners. Warden Harry 
McFarland said Miss Torre 
would be allowed to keep a 
pencil and paper in“her room, 
but a television set was pro- 
hibited. She will be allowed 
visits from her husband and 
two children on Wednesdays 
and Sundays. 

“She'll get very good food 
here,” McFarland said. “We 
don’t want her to have any 
complaints.” 

Miss Torre’s case, which may 
help define freedom of the 
press, has had nation-wide at- 
tention. After serving her 
present sentence, she can be 
recalled for questioning and 
again sent to jail if she still 
remains silent. 

Only 12 states guarantee by 
law a reporter's right to refuse 
to divulge sources of informa- 
tion given in confidence. New 
York is not one of them. 


However, a bill was intro- 
duced in Congress yesterday 
to exempt newspaper, radio 
and television reporters from 
being compelled by federal 
courts to reveal their sources, 
except in cases affecting na- 
tional security, 


A confused case from the 
outset, the contempt charges 
against Miss Torre grew out 
of a column shé wrote two 
years ago. In that column, 
printed Jan. 10, 1957, she at- 
tributed to an unnamed CBS 
executive certain unflattering 
statements about Judy Garland. 

After the column appeared 
in the Herald Tribune, Miss 
Garland promptly filed a $1.- 
393,333 breach of contract and 
libel suit against CBS. The 
suit named neither Miss Torre 
nor the Herald Tribune as a 
defendant, but the singer main- 
tained that for her to proceed 
with her suit she must have 
the name of the CBS execu- 
tive. 


In pre-trial examination, Miss 
Torre was asked to identify the 
executive. She declined. 

Throughout the proceedings 
she has taken the position that 
as a general principle “forced 
divulgence would inflict upon 
the reporter permanent and ir- 
reparable injury” and _ that 
news sources would dry up if 
a reporter could not guarantee 
that identity would not be dis- 
closed. 


During proceedings in Fed- 
eral court to compel her to give 
the name of the CBS man, Miss 
Torre was asked: “Did this net- 
work executive ask you to 
withhold giving his name?” 

She answered, “No, he did 
not. It is just that, having 
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worked in the business so long, 
in cases like this you don’t 
mention the man’s name.” 
Later she said, “You are ask- 
ing me to violate a confidence.” 

In October 1957, Judge Ryan 
called Miss Torre “the Joan 
of Arc of her profession.” But 
in November, after saying he 
was sympathetic with her po- 


sition, he held that he had no 


alternative but to sentence her 
to 10 days for criminal con- 
tempt. He said that he could 
find “no judicial support” in 
federal law for her position 
that newspaper men can refuse’ 
to disclose their sources of in- 
formation. 

On appeal, the sentence im- 
posed by Judge Ryan was sus- 
tained, with the Court of Ap- 
peals unanimously upholding 
Judge Ryan. 

The Herald Tribune took the 
case to the United States Su- 
preme Court, which last month 
refused to review the matter. 

Last week Miss Torre once’ 
more faced Judge Ryan and 
was offered an opportunity to 
purge herself in court. 

Said Judge Ryan: “I don't 
want to commit you, unless you 
compel me to.” 


Then he offered her another 
opportunity to give the name 
of the CBS executive. 

She answered: “I respect- 
fully decline to answer.” 

Judge Ryan lectured her se- 
verely, saying in part: “No citi- 
zen has a right to set herself 
above the Government of this 
country, and that is what this 
woman has done.” 

He said he could no longer 
feel sympathy “for her both 
as a man and a judge.” 

“When,” said the judge, “we 
have a citizen who pretends or 
represents herself to be a loyal 
citizen of the United States... 
and defies her Government and 
the lawful mandate of the 
court, she is no longer a loyal 
citizen.”

“If the courts can compel 
reporters ~to disclose such 
sources, newspapers will be 
seriously handicapped in their 
efforts to present news which 
the citizens of this country 
have a right to know.”

On top of a stack of mail on 
her desk one day last week lay 
this telegram from a reporter 
on the Boston Globe: “All news- 
men are with you and feel you 
are fighting over-all battle for 
all of us.

When Mother Works 


“] WISH YOU WOULD say something about bringing 
up a child when the mother works,” said one who has an 
88-year-old. She went on, “So many of us work these days 
that I know there must be others who wonder as I do how 
to manage things so that it’s all right for the child.” 

Yes, there are many mothers who wonder and ask 
about this. There is no one answer. It has to be worked 
out in each home in the way that fits that home. There 
are, however, three very important basic things to which 
one does well to give careful thought. 


One is the amount of time that the child will 
be on his (or her) own. By this is meant the time 
he will be left without some responsible adult 
within call and knowing what is going on. No little 
child should ever be left alone, for safety’s sake 
if for nothing else. Even at 10 or 11 a youngster 
needs an adult in the offing to furnish the guid- 
ing hand that helps him stay on the track, and 
keeps him from feeling at loose ends. 


The second matter is the grown-up who will look after 
the child. One can hardly be too particular in making the 
choice. Once made, the youngster’s comments about the 
things they do and talk about—and his evident feelings 
about the person—tell whether or not the selection was 
@ good one. 

The third thing is the time spent with Mother. Any 
child wants and needs a feeling of closeness with his 
mother. This means time to be together, to talk together, 
to do things together. Plenty of working mothers have 
found ways of providing for this. The important thing 
is to realize how necessary it is for the child's well-being 
that it be done. 


It is not so much the actual hours spent in 
each other’s company that counts as it is what is 
done in those hours, and the feeling with which 
it is done. If that feeling is warm, close, under- 
standing, it carries over into the other hours of 
the day and warms them. 


The mother of two girls now 15 and 17 has worked 
since they were little. She says that she, Dad, and the 
girls do more things together than many families where 
the mothers do not work because they make a point of 
seeing that they have time together. They all help with 
household affairs when they get home. They are all on 
hand at mealtime. They save some part of the weekend 
for family fun. They love their time together and make 


the most of it.

For young women with little 
scholastic aptitude, a school 
which concentrates on the arts 
of home-making, home-nursing, 
child care and intelligent budg- 
eting might more easily per- 
suade a girl who has never seen 
any value in learning to read, 
write, spell or do sums that 
these skills have meaning and 
value to her in relation to 
menu-planning and holding a 
husband. 

The youngster who-is kept in 
school by law, chafing at an 
age limit and wishing away his 
days until 16, is a disruptive in- 
fluence in class. The girls are 
no less troublesome than the 
lads. The hair-combing, whis- 
pering, note-passing, lipstick- 
exchanging that goes on is 
nerve-wracking to a _ teacher 
who would like very much to 
teach. 

There is no decent reticence 
on the part of these young- 
sters. They shout out any re- 
marks which come to mind. 
“What kind of an accent is 
that?” “Are you a foreigner?” 
“Where you from?” These are 
the questions asked of me, a 
former New Englander who has 
lived in the home town of 
these children as long as some 
of them have lived! 

While a college seminar of 
10 or 12 people may be con- 
ducted so permissively that the 
participants may speak out at 
will, a classroom of 40-odd chil- 
dren in which they neither re- 
quest permission to speak nor 
wait until another child is fin- 
ished is obviously bedlam. 
Many of their questions and 
statements are simply diver- 
sionary tactics to keep the 
teacher from teaching. 

“How de you spell —?” may 
be asked 60 times “in one pe- 
riod. At least 20 children will 
need a drink of water and an- 
other 20 will require passes for 
the bathroom or the library. 
One little girl meeded a pass to 
go to the nurse for a broken 
fingernail! The grind of the 
pencil sharpener is incessant. 
In desperation, I finally had to 
take the sharpener off the wall 
with a borrowed screwdriver 
on my last day of a week of 
substituting. The sound had 
become intolerable and nerve- 
grating. 

During the week in five 
classes of over 40 youngsters in 
each class, the students were 
requested to write essays for 
me on any one of the following 
topics: “What I Want Out of 
Life’: “What I Hope Someday 
to Be”: “What School Means to 
Me” and “What Education 
Means to Me.” 

Of the 200 essays, not one 
dealt with a desire to be a 
teacher! And who can blame 
them? They see their fellow 
students coming te school 
with a chip on their shoul- 
ders, without pencils, note- 
books or-the texts the schools 
provide. They destroy public 
property, tear the covers off 
play scripts and workbooks, 
litter the reom with paper 
airplanes, scraps of paper, 
tissues, broken crayons and 
pencils. 


Most of these students have 
the ludicrous idea that a col- 
lege education is‘a virtual guar- 
antee of employment. “I want 
an education so I won't have 


to worry about getting a job,” 


Cracks in Floors

Many girls express the hope 
of being dirline hostesses or 
scientists, since the new em- 
phasis in education is science. 
Wrote an eighth grader: “When 
I grow up I would like to be 
a Scientist or a model. I would 
like very much to be a very 
famous Scientist and study 
about animals, insects and 
disect their bodys to see what 
makes them tick. I would like 
to study the rockets and atoms. 
I would also like to be a model 
if Ican. If I can’t be a model 
I want to be a Scientist. If I 
want to be a model I half to 
have a good figure, and be 
pretty.” 


One of the boys who dreams 
of being a professional ball 
player concluded his essay: “I 
don't know what I want to do 
between seasons and when I 
have retired from baseball. I 
thought I might own a motel 
or restaurant.” 

A boy in the eighth grade, 
wrote: “I think I would like to 
be an Engeneer of some kind 
mabey a automotive or civil 
engineer. I like math sicence 
and cemestry and like to study 
engineering. I would also like 
to travie so mabey I could 
travlie over the United States 
and mabey to some foreign 
countries in my work with all 
the unexplored regions in the 
world that need briges bulding 
and other things.” 

Such lofty dreams have mo- 
tivated many fine professional 
men to careers of great achieve- 
ment. What is distressing to 
the English teacher is the bla- 
tant disregard for spelling and 
punctuation, not simply be- 
cause the young man’s writ- 
ing makes such a poor impres- 
sion, but because the career he 
dreams of requires meticulous 
attention to detail and accur- 
acy!

The inability of 
the teacher to relate the 
learning of proper spelling 
and punctuation to material 
which has real appeal for the 
students results in boredom 
and tediour inattention. In 
many cases, the students 
sleep on their desks while 
the teacher is taking one 
word at a time in the spell- 
ing list and trying to explain 


its proper pronunciation, 
spelling and meaning. 
With few exceptions, the 


children seem aware of the 
fact that the family will play 
at least as important a role in 
their lives as their chosen ca- 
reers. Most girls expressed 
the desire ‘some quite poign- 
antly) to have children and a 
“kind, considerate” husband. 
Most hoped to be able to help 
their children with their “prob- 
lems.” 

The role of religion (partic- 


ularly verbalized), has great 
emotional appeal for young 
people Religious sentiments 
were commonly expressed in

One girl wrote, “I would like 
a successful marriage with a 
kind considerate husband with 
high standarés and also a good 
Christian, since I'm a Baptist I 


would expect my husband to | 


I would like two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl, with 
extremely good manners and 
took their religion seriously.”

One lad was very plain in his 
attitudes: “I do not itiike 
school,” he wrote, “because it 
take to much time and they 
give to much homework and 
the teacher do not exclane the 
assignment well ennoff.

With plank floors there may 
be very wide cracks between 
boards and these are some- 
times easier to fill with wood 
strips glued into them than 
with a plastic filler. 
strips must be cut so that they 
fit snugly into the cracks and

the glue is dry, the surface can 
be planed and sanded down, 
then finished to matcn the rest 
of the floor.

The teacher has 
no choice but te stop and 
answer the insane question- 
ings of the deliberate time- 
waster. Meanwhile, the 
bright child, the curious 
child, even the average but 
good-hearted child, must sit 
and wait, usually as impa- 
tient with the obstreperous 
noise-maker as is the teach- 
er. 


The sensitive youngster also 


has to pay for the insensitivity 
of the adolescents interested 
only in catching a smoke be- 
tween classes, sex talk. and 
withdrawing from school. 
Such a boy asked the teacher 
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for whom I had substituted be- 
cause the teacher's parent had 
passed away, “Did you have a 
good time’” When the substi- 
tute, at the end of a harrasing, 
distracting and utterly unnerv- 
ing hour, put her head in her 
hands and rested briefly at her 
desk, two sensitive little girls 
stood nearby and quietly apol- 
ogized about the behavior of 
their class. “Those people 
don't know any difference'” 


Many of the boys wrote 
that the only courses in school 
which had any appeal at all 
were shop, woodworking and 
gym. In the other classes, the 
teachers just “yakked.” Why 
are we making such children 
the privileged in our public 
schools, and the really bright, 
the really earnest, curious, in- 
telligent children—why do we 
make them the underprivi- 
leged? 

This is not to imply that the 
youngster of moderate intel- 
lectual ability need not have 
aspiratiqns for a good life, a

The women were excellent 
cooks and neat housekeepers 
With their spinhnig Wheel, they 
spun thread to be used in 
weaving clothing. 

During the evening, the fam- 
ily gathered around the fire- 
place. The father (the “good- 
man”) might smoke a long pipe 
and relate stories while his 
wife was busy with spinning. 

At Eastertime, the in 
New Amsterdam were decor- 
ated with colored eggs and rib- 
bons. The celebration of Easter 
was held on Easter Monday, in- 
stead of on Sunday. The cus- 
tom of cracking eggs, which 
had been known in Holland, 
was followed in the Dutch 
colony.
